IDLENESS—From Jeremy Taylor. 

“God hath given every man work enough 
te do, that there may be no room for idleness; 
and yet hath so ordered the world, that there 
shall be space for devotion. He that hath 
the fewest businesses of the world, is called 
upon to spend more time in the dressing of 
his soul; and he that hath the most aflairs, 
may so order them, that they shall be a ser- 
vice to God; whilst at certain periods, they 
are blessed with prayers and actions of reli- 
gion, and all day long hallowed by a holy in- 
tention. 

** However, so long as idleness is quite shut 
out from our lives, all the sins of wantonness, 
softness and effeminacy, are perverted, and 
there is but little room left tor temptation; 
therefore, to a busy man, temptation is fain 
to climb up together with his business, and 
sins creep on him only by accidents and oc- 
casions; whereas, to an idle person, they 
come ina full body, and with open violence, 
and the impudence of a restless importunity. 

“Idleness is called the ‘sin of Sodom and 
her daughters,’ and indeed is ‘the burial of 
a living man,’ an idle person being so useless 
to any purposes of God and man, that he is 
like one that is dead, unconcerned in the 
changes and necessitics of the world ; and hy 
only lives to spend his time, and eat the fruits 
of the earth like a vermin or a wolf; when 
their times come, they die and perish, and im 
the mean time do no good; they neither 
plough nor carry burthens; all they do, either 
is Unprofitable or mischievous.

Whatever might have been the glory and 
brilhancy of the achievements of eminent 
military chiefs in ancient days, they have been 
equalled, if not surpassed, by many of the 
exploits of the conmmanders of our own arinies, 
particularly during the revolutionary war 
The numerous legions of Cxsar, and other 
successful captains amongst the Romans and 
other civilized ancient countries, were led 
against undisciplined hordes of barbarans, 
unskilled in the art of war, and could only 
fail of being victorious through absolute 
cowardice or inertness—they had but to ad- 
vance, fight, and conquer; or, if defeated, 
seek safety in precipitate flight, in which a 
dreadful iter mostly took place among 
their ranks. Here was no science, no skill, vor 
any thing, in fact, but persevering personal 
bravery among the troops required to imesure 
them a victory. Approaching nearer our own 
times, ang viewing the battles fought by the 
celebrated chieftains of the middle ayes, we 
still find them similarly situated; and conung 
down to the European commanders of th 
past or even the present century, and com 
parng them with the generals who fought 
the battles of our war of independence, we 
still find the advantage to rest in a great dk 
gree on the skill of the latter. With unmens« 
armies and treasures, together with resources 


of yreat magnitude, arising from the age and | 


stability of the governmeits under which they 
acted, the great European commanders com- 
batted an enemy far inferior in discipline and 
knowledye of var, if not in numbers and re 

sources; with great bodice of men they pro 
tected small portions of territory, and pene 

rally at one ortwo battles overthrew their 
enemy, or were entirely defeated themselves. 
Wethagton, who has gained se much honour 
on the field of Waterloo, owed it all to the 


success of one battle, which he principally | 


gained by the treachery of some of his enc- 
my’s interior officers. All the successful com 
manders of ancient days are now held up to 
the admiration of the world, while those of 
more madern days are forgotten, or ouly re 
membered asa class of imitators of those great 
patterns the generals and other command. 
ers in our revolutionary war evineed more 
skilland conduct than was required of, or 
exercised by, almost any of their predeces 
sors in military affairs. Drawn from their 
tire -sides, the greater part of them at least, 
to Load the armies composed of their fellow 
citizens, as inexperienced in war as them. 
selves, unprovided with fire-arms or ammu 
nition, or adequate resources of any kind,” to 
oppose commanders schooled and trained in 


the academies amd actual wars of Europe, 
with ciseiplined and wellarmed veteran ur 
mos, often thnce their number, the com 
m of America were forced to fight, re- 
treat, draw resources from a country already 
shaceted by the draughts of ther eneimes 
to protect aa ummense extent of country with

the Roman legions; and General Greene fair- 
ly out-weneralled Cornwallis, who has been 
acknowledged to exceed Wellington in his 
genius for war, This comparison might be 
extended to the orators, statesmen, and phi- 
oe of the two MR pore but this 
would tranagress the limite of a ‘note.’
